LIVES HOURS. 


HIRTEEN plates were set for a 
reunion feast in a little cottage at 
No. 700. Hillyale place yesterday. 
While eleven persons of three gen- 
erations sat dpwn to dine the two 
absent were in the operating-rooms 
of the Receiving Hospital. There one 
of the most remarkable operations in 
the history of the institution was per- 
formed on the body of John Brown, 
one of the’ absent feasters.

DOUBLE-DECK COACHES CARRY 
MANY PASSENGERS ON 
INITIAL TRIPS. 


Los Angeles is now in the class of 
London and New York. All day yes- 
terday, from early morning until late 
last night, the huge motor busses of 
the Pacific Motor Coach Company 
moved smoothly through the streets 
on their way to and from Venice 
and more than 3900 persons rode on 
them, some as a matter of novelty 
and others for convenience. 

The eleven cars of the company 
traveled on a fifteen-minute schedule, 
departing from Seventh and Main 
areets. Uniformed chauffeurs and 
conductors, the latter fare collectors 
just the same as those on the electric 
cars, handled those who were out for 
the initial trips of the double-deck 
machines.

“What are the causes that keep 
men from church? Where does the 
fault lie? Most of the blame is with 
the men themselves. They possess a 
good share of total depravity, which 
savors not of the things that are of 
God. Sin is not attracted to goodness. 
Bome one has said, ‘the more I see 
of men, the more 1 like dogs.” Jesus 
Himself failed to win many men dur- 
ing His earthly ministry, not because 
of the weakness of his message or 
work, or the lack of adjustment of 
Himself to his time, but because the 
men would not. 

“Most men do not go to church 
simply because they do not want to 
. This talk of the church being at 
fault is all bosh.
